Big Draft Call Is Prepared 


BULLETIN 


WASHINGTON, 
May 3.—The greatest draft call of the war—233,- 


742 men—was sent out' by Provost Marshal-General Crowder late to- 
day. The mobilization was ordered between May 15 and 30. 
Today's 


call brings May's total up to 305,000 men, 50,000 more than during 
April. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—America's fighting men, on July 1, will 


total 2,300,000 men—600,000 more than originally planned. 


In developing this fact before the House military committee today, 


Secretary Baker, General March and others revealed that approximate- 
ly 1,820,000 men are in the service now, indicating that 478,000 more 
will be called to camp between now and June 30.

"Second—The object of this propa- 
ganda is to disorganize the enemy 
army and to obtain information re- 
garding it The propaganda must be 
carried out in the f oJltm iritf manner: 


"(a) 
By throwing into the enemy's 


trenches newspapers and 
proclama- 
tions destined for the more intelligent 
elements. 


"(b) By persuading the troops by 


oral propaganda. 
For- that it will 


be necessary to utilize officers, under- 
offlcers and soldiers who appear to be 
the most adept. 


"The post for taking contact with 


the enemy must be placed under the 
direction of the company commander, 
who must be in the first line positions.
